A FALLACIOUS THEORY. 


A 


N article lately appeared >n the Washington 


Star written by E. B. Dunn in which the writ- 


er attempts to show that irrigation in the semi-arid 
region of the west is the cause of the hot waves 
which occasionally prove so destructive to crops in 
the central valleys further east. Although Dunn 
was formerly connected with the weather bureau 
servicf, the United States weather bureau unani- 
mously declares the theory absurd, and James Scarr 
the meteorologist of the United States weather ser- 
vice at Sacramento commenting on the matter says: 


"The article might be passed by without notice 


but for the manifestly prejudicial bearing its uude- 
aied publicity might have upon the cause of irriga- 
tion ia general and especially upon any proposed 
Iegis>lati9n upon this important matter by the Con- 
gress of the United States. 


"Hot waves are known to have prevailed in the 


region west of the Mississippi river long before ir- 
rigation in the semi-arid regions was thought of, 
and it is fair to presume that the same causes that 
produce them now, did so then; and there are no 
facts tending to show that these hot waves have in- 
creased either in frequency or intensity with the ev- 
er increasing area of these irrigated lands. Neither 
is it shown that there is any material change in the 
origin, rate or direction of the movement of 'lows' 
as suggested in this article; and any apparent 
change would be due to the establishment of more 
observing stations so that the actual as well as the 
general course is accurately established. 


"The increase in the humidity of the atmosphere 


in irrigation districts, limited as they are when com- 
pared with the vast extent of arid lands surround- 
ing them, is so small a.-> to be wholly inappreciable 
to the most delicate instrument for its measurement, 
and the conclusion is reached that it has no appre- 
ciable effect whatever upon general climatic condi- 
tions."

cific bacteria, known as anthrax, bacilli, 
ami which is mare- or loss restricted by 
londltions of soil and moisture to def-

While it' is 
chieifly 


limited to cattle and siieep it may be 
transmitted to goats and certain kinds 
of game, smaller animals, such as mice, 
rabbits, and guinea-pigs speedily suc- 
cumb to inoculation. Dogs and swine 
are nearly insusceptible. The variety 
of domesticated animals which It may 
attark renders it one of the mostdread- 
vl scourges of animal life. It even at- 
tacks man, of this I will state farther 
on. 


The cause of anthrax is a microsco- 


pic organism known as the anthrax 
bacillus. In form it is cylindrical or 
rod-like measuring about 1-2500 inch In 
length and 1-25,000 Inch in diameter. 
Like all bacteria these rod-like bodies 
have the power of indefinite multipli- 
cation, and iu the body of infected ani- 
mals they produce death by rapidly 
increasing in numbers and producing 
substances which poison the body. In 
the blood they multiply in numbers by 
becoming elongated and then dividing 
into two, each new organism continu- 
ing the same process indefinitely. Out- 
side of the body, however, they multiply 
iu u different way when under condi- 
tions unfavorable to growth oval bodies 
tailed spores appear within the rods 
and remain allvP and capable of ger- 
mination after years of drying. 
The 


bacilli themselves, on the other hand 
show only very little resistance to hea' 
and drying. It has long been known 
that the anthrax virus thrives toes 
under certain conditions or soil and 
on territories subject to fioodn and in- 
unOatlons. 


The particular kinds of 
soil upon 


which the disease iu observed are black, 
loose, warm, humus soils Vesting upon 
strata, which hold the water, hence, 
fields containing stagiiant pools may be 
the source of Infection. 
The infection 


may be limited to certain farms, or 
even to restricted areas on such farms.

The second type—anthrax acutus— 


without any external swelling: Is the 
one most commonly observed in cattle. 
The disease begins with a high fever. 
The temperature may reach 106 de- 
grees to 107 degress F. The pulse beats 
from 80 to 100 per minute. 
Feeding 


and rumination are suspended, chills 
and muscular, tremors may appear, and 
the skin show uneven temperature. 
The ears and base of the horns are cold, 
the coat starving, the animals are dull 
and stupid, and manifest great weak- 
ness .

To these symptoms others are added 


in the course of the disease. 


The dullness may give way to great 


uneasiness, champing of 
the 
jaws, 


spasms of the limbs, kicking and paw- 
ing the ground, the breathing may be- 
come labored.

.aised, and all muscles of the chest are 
strained during breathing, while the

If the disease started in the bowels, 


there is much pain, as shown by the 
moaning of the animal; the discharges 
at first firm, become softer and covered 
with serum, mucus and blood. As tht 
disease approaches the fatal termina- 
tion the weakness of the animal In- 
creases.

mouth, nose and anus blood-stained 
fluid flows in small quantities, when 
the carcasses are opened and examined 
it will be found that nearly all organs 
aie sprinkled with spots of blood. The 
spleen Is enlarged, the blood is of a 
tarry consistency, not firmly coagulated 
and blackish in color. In the abdomen, 
the thoracic cavity, and the pericardi- 
um or bag surrounding the heart more 
or less blood-stained fluid is present. 
The most reliable method of diagnosis 
is the examination of the blood and 
tissues for anthrax bacilli. This re- 
quires a trained bacteriologist. 


Anthrax in man may be transmitted 


in handling the carcasses and hides of 
animals which have succumbed to the 
disease. 
The infection usually takes 


place through some abrasion or slight 
wound of the skin in which the an- 
thrax spores or bacilli find their way. 
The point of inoculation appears at 
first as a dark point or patch, com- 
pared by some writers as the bite of a 
flea. After a few hours this is changed 
into a reddened pimple, which later on 
becomes red or bluish in color. 
The 


burning sensation in this stage is very 
great. The skin around this swelling 
is 
stained yellow or bluish, and is 


doughy to the touch. As these swell- 
to an 


important share in determining the 
severity of-the disease. On those tracts 
subject to inundation in spring, a very 
hot dry summer is very apt to cause^a 
severe outbreak. It may be that dur- 
ing inundation or in stagnant water 
the bacilli find enough nourishment in 
the water to multiply and produce an 
abundant crop of spores, which are 
subsequently carried, in a dry condition 
by the winds over the vegetation and 
animals feeding upon the vegetation 
may contract the disease if the spores 
germinate in the body. Another, per- 
haps the most important are the bodies 
of animals which have died of anthrax, 
111 such bodies the anthrax bacilli are 
present in 
enormous numbers, and 


v- henever blood or other body fluids are 
exposed to ihe.air on the surface of the 
carcass there the formation of spores 
,U1 go on in warm weather with great 
rapidity and be disseminated by flies 
and other Insects.

ly or burned, so that the spore forma- 
tion may be prevented and no animal 
or bird have access to them

spores live for several years the disease 
ma/ be contracted in winter from food 
gathered orTinfected fields. The dis- 
ease may appear sporadically, i. e.: 
only one or several animals may be in- 
fecttd while the rest of the herd re- 
main well, or it may appear as an epi- 
zootic attacking a large number at 
about the same time.
